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RELIGION  IN  JERUSALEM.  |

Jerusalem,  April  9, 1877. 

Jerusalem,  Jerusalem,  thou  that  killest 
the  prophets,  and  stonest  them  that  are  sent 
unto  thee,  how  often  would  I  have  gathered 
thy  children  together,  even  as  a  hen  gather- 
«th  her  chickens  under  her  wings,  and 
ye  would  not !  Behold  your  house  is  left 
unto  you  desolate.”  This  was  my  first,  this 
is  my  last  impression  of  Jerusalem.  I  sym¬ 
pathize  with  the  traveller  who  said,  I  am 
sadly  disappointed,  yet  deeply  impressed. 
No  city  in  the  world  excites  such  opposite 
feelings.  It  is  the  most  holy  and  the  most 
desecrated  spot  on  earth.  The  Moslems, 
whose  idea  of  human  happiness  begins  and 
ends  with  backsheesh,  still  rule  and  ruin  the 
land  and  occupy  the  most  sacred  spots,  as 
the  Temple  area.  Olivet  and  Bethany  ;  while  ' 
the  native  churches  are  at  best  prajing 
corpses.  We  approach  Jerusalem  with  rev-  ^ 
erence  and  awe,  and  are  overwhelmed  with 
the  memories  of  the  stupendous  events  which  | 
here  took  place ;  and  we  are  pained  and 
•shocked  by  the  base  superstition  and  empty  ' 
formalism  which  meets  us  everywhere.  Here 
the  Saviour  died  and  rose  again  for  the  sal- ' 
vation  of  mankind  ;  and  here  his  religion  is 
turned  into  a  shame  and  reproach.  We  are 
charmed  with  the  beautiful  situation  and  the 
hills  that  surround  the  city  of  Divid  ;  and 
are  disgusted  with  the  wretched  inside,  the 
ill-paved,  narrow  and  crooked  streets,  the 
ignorance,  poverty,  and  misery  of  the  inhabi¬ 
tants.

And  yet  after  all,  no  city  can  be  more  in¬ 
teresting  to  a  Christian  than  .Jerusalem  ;  and 
the  interest  increases  the  more  we  stiidy  its 
ruins  of  a  glorious  past.  The  poetry  is  mar- 1 
red,  but  the  reality  is  deepened.  And  while ! 
we  are  filled  with  mingled  feelings  of  pity  ^ 
and  indignation  at  the  melancholy  condition  ' 
-of  the  native  population  and  religion  under  * 
the  corrupt  despotism  of  the  Turks,  we  are  j 
inspired  with  the  hope  of  a  new  Jerusalem 
that  is  gradually  springing  up  by  the  pious  j 
and  benevolent  c  Sorts  of  foreigners,  who  for 
the  last  ten  or  twenty  years  have  been  labor- } 
ing  tor  the  revival  of  Bible  Christianity  in  :

I  have  witnessed  the  solemnities  of  the 
Latin  and  Greek  Easter  festivals,  which  this  j 
year  were  dividetl  by  one  week,  the  former  j 
falling  on  April  1,  the  latter  on  April  8.  I 
have  seen  none  of  the  disgraceful  fights  be-  ' 
tween  the  two  rival  communions  which  are  j 
said  sometimes  to  disgrace  the  Christian  ■ 
name,  and  to  call  for  the  intervention  of  the  ^ 
Mohammedan  soldiers  who  are  present  in  ' 
large  force  at  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Sepul-  j 
chre,  and  look  on  with  stupid  indifference 
and  contempt.  But  I  cannot  s  ly  that  I  have 
been  favorably  impressed.  In  pc'int  of  taste 
and  art,  the  solemnities  are  far  inferior  to 
those  of  St.  Peter’s  in  Rome,  and  not  to  be 
compared  with  the  Passion  play  at  Ober- 
.\mmergau.  The  singing  is  miserable,  and 
the  only  good  music  I  heard  in  Jerusalem  was 
iu  the  Russian  Church.  The  Orientals  seem 
to  have  no  idea  of  music.  I  have  seen  a 
Wooden  Christ  carried  about  and  emb  dmed 
on  Latin  Good  Friday,  and  heard  seven  ser¬ 
mons  in  as  many  languages,  good,  bad,  and 
indifferent ;  I  have  seen  the  feet  washing  on 
Greek  Maundy  Thursday,  and  the  struggle 
of  the  people  for  the  branches  of  the  olive 
tree,  which  are  thrown  among  them  at  the 
ehrse  of  the  ceremony.  I  witnessed  yester¬ 
day,  on  Greek  Ea-ter  eve,  the  shameful  fraud 
of  the  Holy  Fire,  and  the  tumultuous  eager¬ 
ness  with  which  the  superstitions  people 
light  their  tapers  at  the  sacred  flame  said  to 
be  miraculously  sent  from  heaven,  but  in 
fact  kindled  by  the  priests  within  the  chap¬ 
el  of  the  Holy  Sepulchre.  Even  the  Arme¬ 
nian  patriarch  is  said  to  have  preached 
against  this  pious  humbug,  and  yet  he  takes 
part  iu  it.  We  would  gladly  recognize  the 
piety  and  devotion  to  Christ  even  under 
these  crude  and  distorted  forms.  But  after 
all  the  letter  killeth  ;  it  is  the  spirit  that 
maketh  alive,  and  Christ  must  be  worshipped 
in  spirit  and  in  truth. 

The  Greek  Church  is  the  strongest,  and  is 
backed  by  the  power  of  Rus.sia.  The  Rus¬ 
sians  have  of  late  built  a  large  hospice  and 
church  on  an  eminence  west  of  the  Jaffa  gate, 
where  the  new  city  extends.  The  Latin 
Church,  though  smaller,  is  more  active,  and 
has  its  chh  f  support  in  France.  Both  have 
b.  eu  stirretl  up  by  the  educational  labors  of 
the  Protestants.  The  oM  jealousy  and  rival¬ 
ry  between  them  is  as  great  as  ever. 

The  Protestants  form  the  smallest  of  the 
Christian  sects,  but  are  growing  in  influence, 
and  seem  to  be  respected  by  the  Mohamme- 
thins,  who  abhor  the  other  Christians  as  idol- 
a’ers.  The  Church  of  England  and  the 
Evangelical  Church  of  Prussia  have  been 
at  work  here  for  the  last  thirty  or  forty 
years,  and  are  aided  by  the  Crischona  In¬ 
stitute  of  Basle,  and  the  Deaconesses’  Insti¬ 
tute  at  Kaiserswerth.  The  .Auglo-Prussian 
bishopric  of  St.  James  was  projected  in  1841 
by  the  pious  zeal  of  King  Frederick  Wil¬ 
liam  IV.  and  his  friend  Chevalier  Bunsen.

Local  Option  Again  in  the  Field. 

I  was  not  mistaken  when  I  wrote  some 
weeks  since  that  the  defeat  of  the  Local  Op¬ 
tion  bill  by  our  State  Legislature  would 
aronse  rather  than  dispirit  its  friends.  It 
is  what  the  question  of  negro  emancipation 
was  a  few  years  age — a  subject  that  cannot 
be  crushed  out  from  the  popular  will.  It  is 
so  well  known  that  it  would  have  passed  in¬ 
to  law,  if  in  each  House  it  had  received  the 
support  of  only  those  members  in  whose  con¬ 
stituency  there  was  a  well  understood  ma¬ 
jority  in  its  favor,  that  there  is  neither  rea¬ 
son  for  yielding,  nor  disposition  to  do  so. 

This  reference  to  it  so  soon  again  is  suggest¬ 
ed  by  an  event  of  significance — a  call  for  a 
Convention  of  Ministers  to  be  held  in  Dr. 

ScovilTs  church  in  Pittsburg  on  the  15th 
inst.,  “  to  promote  and  secure  concert  of  ac¬ 
tion  among  the  friends  of  Temperance  in  ref¬ 
erence  to  the  reenactment  of  the  Local  Option 
Law  of  1872,  or  its  equivalent.”  It  is  signed 
by  eighty-two  ministers  in  Pittsburg  and 
vicinity,  all  the  leading  evangelical  denom¬ 
inations  included.  We  notice  the  names  of 
loading  pastors,  and  also  of  professors  in  the 
theological  seminaries  of  our  own  and  the 
United  Presbyterian  churches. 

Pennsylvania  Bible  Society. 

This  Society,  which  antedates  the  Ameri¬ 
can,  and  I  believe  all  other  organizations  in 
the  country,  for  the  free  distribution  of  the 
Holy  Scriptures,  held  its  sixty-ninth  anni¬ 
versary  on  the  2d  inst.  As  with  other  ob¬ 
jects  of  Christian  benevolence  which  have 
national  organization,  so  here,  large  amounts 
of  local  contributions  slip  by  the  State  insti¬ 
tution  to  the  central  head,  and  hence  find 
no  place  on  the  books  of  the  former.  But 
there  is  a  footing  of  receipts  for  the  year,  of 
$37,144,  with  disbursements,  but  a  fraction 
less.  Add  to  this  a  distribation  of  81,000 


“  QUITE  A  TRIAL.” 

Ml/  Dear  Evangelist :  One  is  always  so 
much  entertained  and  stimulated  by  the 
thoughts  that  come  from  “Under  the  Ca- 
talpa,”  that  it  is  quite  a  trial  to  find  the 
writer  blundering.  But  we  have  the  decla¬ 
ration  in  onr  English  Bibles,  that  “Great 
men  are  not  always  wise.”  Perhaps  we  ex 
pect  too  much  of  them.  In  yonr  last  week’s 
paper  Dr.  Cuyler  says  :  “Our  Lord  was  cm 
eified  on  Friday,  the  14th  day  of  the  month 
Nisen,  He  ate  the  last  supper  on  the  pre¬ 
vious  evening,  viz  :  Thursday,  the  13th.’ 
Is  it  so  that  we  have  all  these  centuries  been 
taught  wrongly  that  the  Jewish  day  com 
meuced  in  the  evening  ?  Or,  if  our  Lord 
was  crucified  on  the  14th,  was  it  not  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  the  same  day  in  which  he  ate  the 
Passover  with  his  disciples  ?  No  doubt  Dr. 
Cuyler’s  friend,  “  J.  A.  B.”,  will  answer  him 
properly.  My  thought  is  simply  to  call  his 
attention  to  a  very  beantiful,  and,  to  me,  a 
very  satisfactory,  .solution  of  the  apparent 
discrepancy  between  John  and  the  other 
evangelists,  in  regard  to  the  time  of  keep¬ 
ing  the  Passover.  The  solution  makes  it  at 
least  possible  that  Christ  and  his  disciples 
should  keep  the  Passover  on  the  evening  of 
the  14th,  as  was  commanded,  and  that  this 
should  he  before  the  crucifixion,  and  his  cru- 
cifiers  should  keep  it  also  on  what  they  call¬ 
ed  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  after  the 
cracifixion. 

If  Dr.  Cuyler  will  take  his  Hebrew  Bible 
and  turn  to  Exodus  xii.  6,  he  will  find  the 


very  peculiar  expression — beyin  haarbayim, 
between  the  twa  evenings.  This  is  the  giving 
of  the  command.  And  I  believe  that  ever 
afterwards  this  same  form  is  used,  as  Dr. 

Cuyler  can  easily  look  out  for  himself.  But 
what  means  the  dual  form  orbayhn,  two  eve¬ 
nings  ?  Certainly  not  the  evening  of  one 
day  and  the  evening  of  the  next ;  but  tico 
which  in  some  way  constituted  one.  The 
same  form  in  Hebrew  occurs  in  Exodus  xxx. 

8  :  “When  Aaron  shall  light  the  lamps  at 
even.”  The  killing  of  the  lamb  and  the 
lighting  of  the  lamps  would  each  require 
some  little  time.  The  passover  especially 
coaid  not  have  been  killed  and  prepared  in 
a  minute,  nor  always  at  any  given  minute. 

It  was  then  a  very  considerate  arrangement 
that  two  points  were  indicated  between  which 
it  could  be  done. 

What  were  these  points  ?  The  setting  of 
the  sun  was  one  without  controversy.  Was 
the  other  before  or  q/'ttr  ?  On  this  point  a 
difference  of  opinion  grew  up,  and  a  corre¬ 
sponding  difference  in  practice.  Gesenius, 
on  the  authority  of  Josephus,  says  that  “  the 
Pharisees  and  Rabbinists  held  the  first  eve¬ 
ning  to  commence  with  the  declining  sun 
while  the  “  Karaites  and  Samaritans  held  that 
the  other  point  was  the  deep  twilight.”  This 
will  throw  the  time  of  the  latter  to  the  very 
beginning  of  the  day,  and  that  of  the  former 
to  its  close.  And  this  explains  all  the  state- 
ments;  in  regard  to  the  Passover,  made  by 
the  four  evangelists,  very  satisfactorily  and 
beautifully.

Most  of  the  difficulties  which  our  keen¬ 
eyed  brother  has  discovered  in  St.  John,  and 
in  Dr.  Farrar,  will  disapjjear  when  we  cor¬ 
rect  two  or  three  errors.

According  to 
their  ideas  of  a  day,  the  Supper  and  the 
Crucifixion  were  on  the  same  Friday,  the 
14th  of  Nisan — the  first  Passover  day. 

We  have  few  lietter  authorities  than  Ed¬ 
ward  Robinson.  And  he  speaks  of  this  as 
“  our  Lord’s  fourth  Passover.”  In  his  “  Har¬ 
mony  of  the  Gospels,”  he  puts  what  he  calls 
the  Passover  meal  on  “  the  evening  introduc¬ 
ing  the  sixth  day  of  the  week.”  This  view 
is  certainly  sustained  by  the  very  best  and 
highest  authorities.  But  my  own  convictions 
are  settled  by  the  clear  light,  and  old  light 
of  the  New  Testament.

DEATH  OP  A  VE.SjEKABLiE  MISSIUXAKY. 

The  Rev.  Joseph  Warren,  D.D.,  one  of 
the  oldest  missionaries  of  the  Presbyterian 
Board  in  India,  dieil  recently  at  Morar,  .aged 
68.  He  first  went  out  in  1838,  and  estab¬ 
lished  a  mission  press  in  Allahabad.  In  1853 
he  returned  to  this  country,  and  remained 
here  till  1872,  when  he  again  embarked  for 
India.  He  has  published  a  grammar  in  the 
Urdu,  and  was  engaged  in  another  literary 
work  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Dr.  Warren 
was  a  graduate  of  the  Western  Theological 
Seminary,  and  was  much  beloved  l>y  all  who 
knew  him.

As  with  passing  years 
I  have  studied,  in  theory  and  by  obseiwatlon 
of  manifest  results,  different  methods  of  in¬ 
struction,  I  grow  strong  in  the  conviction  that 
his  was  the  true  method  for  such  a  school  as 
this.  In  a  remarkable  degree,  I  think  those 
whom  he  thus  taught  have  remained  stead¬ 
fast  in  the  evangelical  faith,  and  have  minis¬ 
tered  to  the  edification,  and  not  to  the  defec¬ 
tion,  of  other  souls  with  respect  to  that  faith. 
Better  this,  certainly,  than  to  have  made  him¬ 
self  the  father  of  an  ism,  with  no  matter  how 
large  and  devoted  a  following ;  or  in  the  at¬ 
tempt  to  be  wise  beyond  what  is  written,  to 
have  left  minds  bewildered  in  the  wild  vaga¬ 
ries  of  speculation,  however  fair  and  fascinat¬ 
ing.  How  far  his  successors  have  adopted  his 
method,  I  am  not  able  to  say ;  but  I  am  happy 
to  believe  that  the  theolog3'of  our  Alma  Mater 
has  been  kept  free  from  any  distinctive  pccu- 
liaritj’  that  implies  distortion,  balanced  in  the 
grand  simplicity  and  profound  depth  of  Christ’s 
own  teaching.  So,  for  the  good  of  men  and 
the  glory  of  God,  may  it  ever  remain  true  to 
the  thought  and  aim  of  Its  first  Professor  of 
Systematic  Tlieology ! 

Our  initiation  into  the  mysteries  of  the  Old 
Testament,  black-letter  Scriptures,  was  most 
happily  directed  bj*  Dr.  Isaac  Nordheimer — a 
true  Hebrew  by  birth  and  descent,  and  devot¬ 
ed  to  the  study  of  the  Hebrew  tongue  with  an 
enthusiasm  which  too  soon  consumed  his  life. 
His  thorough  masteri’  of  the  language,  his 
genial  spirit,  and  his  gentle  waj’s,  imparted 
peculiar  interest  to  the  diy  details  of  that 
branch  of  study  for  which  we  must  be  ever 
grateful.  In  occasional  private  lessons  given 
at  his  own  room  (which  four  of  us,  living  at  a 
distance,  and  much  occupied  in  other  pur¬ 
suits,  were  permitted  to  substitute  for  the 
dail}’  exercises  of  the  class),  the  magetism  of 
ills  personal  enthusiasm  was  strongly  felt. 
There  his  simple  domestic  life,  in  those  up¬ 
per  rooms  of  the  University  building,  reveal¬ 
ed  a  fraternal  affection,  tender  and  beautiful, 
whicli  bound  brother  and  sister  together,  with 
hearts  and  efforts  joined  in  tlie  sharp  struggle 
of  scholarly  ambition,  with  the  embarrass¬ 
ments  of  poverty.  There,  too,  in  free  conver¬ 
sation,  we  caught  some  indications  that,  con¬ 
trary  to  what  was  generally  supposed,  his  soul 


interest  for  every  earnest  student.  To  all 
such,  he  offered  kind  words  of  encouragement 
with  willing  and  effective  help.  Some  can 
never  forget  the  fatherlj’  affection  with  which 
lie  visited  them  in  sickness  and  cheered  them 
in  despondency.  And  blessed  to  all  was  the 
stern  discipline  he  gave  to  tone  up  the  intel¬ 
lectual  activities — a  kind  of  discipline  needed 
no  less  in  the  Theological  Seminary  than  in 
the  (College,  to  counteract  lazy  shiftlessness; 
a  phase  ot  human  depravity  to  which  students 
everywhere  are  peculiarly  exposed.  From 
Dr.  Robinson’s  labois  both  as  teacher  and  as 
author,  there  came  to  his  pupils  and  to  the 
world  a  timely  and  healthful  impulse  to  thor¬ 
ough  investigation  of  the  exact  meaning  of  the 
sacred  Scriptures.  With  the  balanced  judgment 
characteristic  of  his  mind,  he  resisted  alike 
the  tendency  of  German  rationalism  and  of 
easy  English  evangelism,  and  stood  earnestly 
for  the  true  meaning  of  God’s  word  as  it  comes 
to  us,  a  message  of  divine  truth.  Acknowl- 
etiglng  Its  supreme  authority,  he  would  know, 
and  have  us  know,  simply  and  fully  what  is 
written. 

We  call  to  mind  also  certain  so-called  Pro- 
fessors-Extraordinar^’,  Cox  and  Mason  and 
Parker  and  Patton  —  clara  nomina,  choice 
men  worthily  introduced  to  us  on  the  cata¬ 
logue,  but  whose  faces,  with  one  or  two  excep¬ 
tions,  it  was  a  very  extraordinary  thing  to  see 
in  the  lecturo-room.  Yet  something  of  value 
we  derived  from  each.  Even  a  single  exam¬ 
ple  of  Dr.  Mason’s  clear  thought  and  pure  Eng¬ 
lish  was  better  for  instruction  than  many  or¬ 
dinary  lectures  about  rhetoric.  The  brilliant 
flashes  and  humorous  conceits  and  striking 
antitheses  of  a  historical  discoui-se  from  Dr. 
Cox,  both  furnishe<l  delightful  entertainment 
for  the  hour,  and  fixed  in  the  memory  never 
to  be  erased  some  salient  points  of  human 
history,  secular  and  ecclesiastical.  The  homely 
talks  of  Dr.  Patton  gave  us  good  practical  hints 
which  found  fit  application  in  subsequent  pas¬ 
toral  experience.  And  Dr.  Parker’s  suggestions 
and  exercises  in  thowaj'of  homiletics  brought 
mind  in  contact  with  mind  for  some  profitable 
criticism.  Those  were  days  of  financial  straits 
with  the  Seminary,  and  they  who  camo  to  its 
help  with  these  voluntary  services  are  worthy 
to  be  held  in  grateful  remembrance,  though 
the  exigencies  of  a  complete  course  of  theo¬ 
logical  training  could  be  but  partially  met 
thereby.  It  Is  our  joy  and  glory  to-da^’  that 
by  the  blessing  of  God  on  the  enterprise,  those 
then  pressing  needs  are  now  amply  supplied. 

Very  pleasant  are  the  recollections  also  of

And  like  the  old  Roman  matron, 
she  may  with  blended  modesty  and  pride, 
point  to  this  array  of  worthy  sons,  as  the 
jewels  which  most  delight  her  eyes  and  crown 
her  head  with  sparkling  and  enduring  glory. 
Brothers,  we  stand  here  enrolled  in  a  goodly 
fellowship.  Let  it  be  a  main  object  of  our 
present  rally  to  strengthen  the  bands  of  that 
fellowship.  As  her  best  constituency,  let  us 
here  pledge  anew  to  her  whom  we  honor,  the 
support  of  loving,  loyal  hearts  and  devoted 
service.  May  this  annual  exercise  now  initiat¬ 
ed  serve,  as  the  years  come  round,  to  intensify 
the  filial  and  fraternal  affinities  which  spring 
from  our  common  relation  to  this  school  of 
the  prophets,  so  signally  marked  by  God’s 
favor.

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THE  LATE  KEY.  ABNEB  DE  WITT. 

By  B«t.  John  Tntloek. 

Mr.  De  Witt  was  bom  in  South  Hadley, 
Mass.,  in  August,  1826.  From  his  father  he 
inherited  a  decided  love  of  knowledge  and 
marked  ability  as  a  thinker,  and  from  his 
mother  a  rich  moral  nature  which  made  him 
capable  of  devotion  and  self-sacrifice.  She 
belonged  to  a  vigorous  Puritan  stock,  and 
was  distinguished  alike  by  decision  of  char¬ 
acter  and  by  the  depth  and  earnestness  of 
her  piety.  She  reared  a  large  family.  All 
her  children  became  Christians,  and  three 
have  served  the  Church  as  deacons.  The 
youngest,  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  she  de¬ 
voted  to  the  miuistry  from  his  birth.  As 
long  as  she  lived,  she  prayed  that  her  desire 
might  be  grunted,  even  after  he  had  seem- 
iogly  precluded  its  fulfilment  by  choosing 
the  profession  of  the  law. 

Mr.  De  Witt  entered  the  junior  class  in 
Williams  College,  in  the  Fall  of  1849,  and 
graduated  iu  due  course.  One  of  his  cltfss- 
mates  sajs  :  “During  our  senior  year  we 
were  all  thiukingi^bwt  what  business  or 
profession  we  woiild  follow.  When  asked 
what  he  intended  to  do,  he  always  answered 
that  he  intended  to  study  for  the  ministry, 
though  at  that  time  he  had  made  no  profes¬ 
sion  of  religion.” 

He  entered  the  Albany  Law  School  in  the 
Autumn  of  1852,  remained  one  term,  and 
was  admitted  to  the  Bar  of  the  State  of  New 
York  the  next  year.  After  seeking  an  open¬ 
ing  for  the  practice  of  his  profession  in  Mas¬ 
sachusetts,  he  finally  settled  in  Cleveland, 
Ohio.  The  business  of  the  law  was  distaste¬ 
ful  to  him  from  the  first,  and  he  never  en¬ 
gaged  in  it  heartily.  While  thus  undecided, 
he  heard  a  sermon  from  one  of  his  old  col¬ 
lege  professors  on  the  text  “  Whatsoever  a 
man  soweth,  that  shall  he  also  reap.  ”  This 
proved  the  turning-point  in  his  life.  He  re¬ 
solved  to  abandon  his  profession,  and  enter 
the  ministry.  In  the  Fall  of  1855  he  enter¬ 
ed  the  junior  class  iu  Auburn  Theological 
Seminary,  and  there  finished  his  theological 
course. 

About  this  time  the  works  of  Coleridge, 
edited  by  Prof.  Shedd,  were  published  in 
this  country  ;  and  as  some  of  his  fellow- 
students  will  remember,  Mr.  De  'Witt  be¬ 
came  a  close  student  and  a  fervent  admirer 
of  the  poet  philosopher.  The  distinction 
between  the  reason  aud  the  understanding, 
drawn  out  in  the  “  Aids  to  Beflection,” 
though  not  as  clearly  elaborated  as  by  some 
later  explorers  in  the  same  field,  caught  and 
held  his  mind  with  the  force  of  a  revela¬ 
tion,  and  exerted  a  marked  influence  upon 
his  subsequent  thinking.  He  was  a  lively 
and  forcible  talker  on  this  theme,  as  indeed 
on  every  subject  that  enlisted  his  interest ; 
and  the  contagion  of  his  enthusiasm  spread 
among  his  intimate  associates.  There  are 
those  living  who  can  trace  to  the  frank, 
b^ld  discussions  of  those  days,  a  fresh  and 
abiding  interest  in  those  higher  problems 
of  metaphysics  which  are  connected  with 
theology  and  moral  philosophy. 

He  possessed  in  an  unusual  degree  and  in 
an  happy  combination  the  qualities  which 
go  to  form  a  good  talker :  quickness  of  per¬ 
ception,  a  strong  understanding,  great  com¬ 
mon-sense,  a  genial  humor,  a  nervous  and 
pithy  speech,  and,  above  all,  a  broad  and 
generous  sympathy  with  men.  The  conver¬ 
sation  never  flagged  in  his  presence.  He 
kept  it  moving  with  a  lively  step.  He  led 
it  and  it  was  forced  to  follow.  He  was  never 
at  a  loss  for  a  topic,  and  a  good  one.  Whe¬ 
ther  he  discoursed  upon  a  new  subject  or 
lighted  up  an  old  one,  it  was  with  equal 
freshness  and  felicity.  Not  that  he  was  a 
monologist  or  a  lecturer.  He  had  the  ex¬ 
quisite  art  to  draw  men  out,  and  to  make 
them  appear  at  their  best  His  interest  was 
in  them  aud  the  subject,  not  in  himself.  He 
was  eminently  a  convener,  and  one  must 
have  been  dull  indeed  who  could  not  say 
some  good  thing  udder  the  stimulus  of  his 
genial  talk.  His  intellectual  wealth  and 
power  were  displayed  to  the  best  advantage 
in  private  intercourse,  and  no  one  could 
guage  his  strength  who  did  not  meet  him  in 
the  social  circle.  He  excelled  in  description  ; 
his  language  was  severely  exact  and  simple, 
yet  glowing  and  picturesque,  and  a  story, 
as  he  told  it,  never  lost  the  sharpness  of  its 
point.  His  room  in  the  old  Seminary  days 
was  what  his  study  in  Park  church  became 
in  more  recent  times,  the  rendezvous  of 
those  who  loved  not  only  to  talk,  but  to  lis¬ 
ten  to  the  words  of  the  wise. 

On  leaving  the  Seminary  Mr.  DeWitt  sup¬ 
plied  for  a  few  months  the  Presbyterian 
church  in  Salina  near  Syracuse,  during  the 
temporary  absence  of  its  pastor.  He  then 
turned  his  face  towards  Vermont  in  the  hope 
of  finding  there  a  field  of  labor.  Beaching 
Salem,  Washington  county,  N.  ¥.,  during 
the  sessions  of  Synod,  he  there  met  Elder 
Wilder  of  the  church  in  Hoosic  Falls,  who 
invited  him  to  preach.  Thus,  by  what  seem¬ 
ed  the  merest  accident.  Providence  directed 
his  steps  to  this  place,  where  he  remained 
seven  years,  and  won  the  confidence  and 
love  of  all  who  knew  him. 

In  1866  he  became  pastor  of  the  Park 
church,  Troy,  and  in  1871  was  dismissed 
to  take  charge  of  the  Third  Presbyterian 
church  in  the  same  city — a  post  which  he 
held  at  the  date  of  his  death. 

As  a  preacher  Mr.  De  Witt  was  earnest 
and  tender  in  manner,  both  argumentative 
aud  illustrative  in  form,  and  in  matter  thor¬ 
oughly  evangelical.  He  was  accustomed  to 
say  with  great  emphasis  :  “I  am  determin¬ 
ed  to  stand  or  fall  with  the  simple  Gospel. 
I  know  the  temper  of  the  age  and  the  de¬ 
mand  upon  the  pulpit  for  novelties  of 
thought  aud  speech,  but  I  do  not  intend  to 
yield  to  it.  As  long  as  I  preach  I  shall 
preach  the  Gospel  and  nothing  else.  ”  And 
he  did. 

He  was  a  man  of  the  warmest  and  most 
afiluent  sympathies  ;  while  his  antipathies 
were  few  and  feeble.  His  interest  waited  in 
readiness  for  all  who  had  any  just  demand 
upon  it,  and  for  those  who  had  none,  and 
needed  not  to  be  summoned  from  afar.  He 


threw  himself  instantly,  and  with  all  the  ar¬ 
dor  of  a  generous  nature,  into  others’  inter¬ 
ests,  sorrows,  and  cares,  and  had  the  art  of 
making  their  cause  his  own.  Silent  in  ref¬ 
erence  to  his  own  troubles,  he  seemed  like 
a  man  who  had  nothing  in  the  world  to  do 
but  to  concern  himself  with  yours.  He  bore 
bis  own  burdens  and  heli>ed  others  to  bear 
theirs. 

His  large  sympathy  disposed  him  to  give 
aid  and  counsel,  and  his  wisdom  made  them 
effective.  His  advice  was  eagerly  sought 
by  those  in  difficulty  ;  aud  those  most  com¬ 
petent  to  judge  of  its  quality  esteemed  it 
the  most  highly.  In  the  opinion  of  bis 
nearest  friends 

“  His  words  in  streams  of  wisdom  flowed 
Like  waters  from  a  fount  of  healing.” 

They  all  felt  that  an  hour’s  talk  with  him 
braced  them  up  like  a  tonic,  and  that  they 
left  his  presence  more  contented  with  their 
lot  and  work,  and  better  fitted  for  its  per¬ 
formance. 

His  geniality,  kindness,  integrity,  and  his 
manifest  simplicity,  drew  men  strongly  to 
him.  He  had  a  rare  faculty  for  making 
friends.  Not  that  he  sought  to  make  them  ; 
they  came  to  him,  attracted  by  his  manliness 
and  honesty.  As  the  fabled  Midas  turned 
the  sands  of  Pactolns  into  gold,  so  did  he 
convert  every  man  whom  he  met  into  a 
friend.  Unlike  Ishmael,  his  hand  was  for 
every  man,  and  os  a  consequence  every 
man’s  hand  was  for  him. 

His  self-sacrificing  spirit  knew  no  bounds, 
and  often  laughed  cold  prudence  to  soorn. 
He  never  sent  the  needy  empty  away,  and 
would  freely  give  time  and  effort  to  help 
another  out  of  a  straight  place.  In  his  at¬ 
tentions  to  the  sick  and  suffering  he  was  de¬ 
voted  and  tireless  ;  and  to  all  such  the  Gos¬ 
pel  from  his  lips  was  truly  a  message  of 
oonsolation. 

It  strengthens  our  confidence  in  the  Mas¬ 
ter  whom  be  served,  to  know  that  he  who 
had  so  unselfishly  befriended  others,  him¬ 
self  found  friends  in  his  hour  of  need.  Not 
only  did  his  own  people  cherish  him  during 
his  protracted  illness,  as  a  mother  cherishes 
her  child,  but  other  and  able  hands  found 
great  delight  in  ministering  to  this  man  of 
God.  He  was  a  man  of  faith  and  of  prayer. 
He  hoped  in  the  Lord  and  was  of  good 
courage.  He  rose  buoyantly  above  all  his 
troubles,  and  though  laid  aside  by  weakness, 
and  distressed  by  pain,  his  cheerfulness 
never  for  a  moment  forsook  him.  To  the 
last  his  mental  eye  was  not  dim,  nor  his  in¬ 
tellectual  force  abated,  and  bis  large  heart 
embraced  and  held  the  interests  of  his  peo¬ 
ple  until  he  departed  from  them. 

He  was  laid  to  rest  on  Friday,  the  20th  of 
April,  in  the  cemetery  near  the  homes  of 
his  people  whom  he  loved  so  well,  devout 
men  carrying  him  to  his  burial. 

The  church  thus  bereft  of  its  pastor  may 
well  say,  in  words  which  might  have  been 
written  to  express  their  feelings  : 

“  We  loved  the  man,  revered  him  too, 

As  who  did  not,  that  ever  knew  him  ? 

His  kindness  and  his  goodness  drew. 

With  cords  of  love,  all  classes  to  him. 

His  praise  by  men  need  not  be  lipped 
To  make  our  sorrowing  hearts  beat  faster, 
For  memory  holds  a  secret  crypt 
Wherein  is  shrined  our  sainted  pastor.” 


Church  in  its  benefactions  to  the  world. 
Ask  the  surviving  Secretaries  of  the  Bible 
Societies  and  Tract  Societies  of  those  days, 
and  of  Home  Missionary  and  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sionary  Societies,  and  they  will  tell  you  that 
when  they  went  among  the  churches  of  the 
country  to  gather  funds  for  the  prosecution 
of  their  enterprises,  and  to  “stir  up  the 
people”  to  appreciate  the  “magnitude  of 
the  work,”  if  there  were  any  members  al¬ 
ready  so  stirred  up,  they  were  the  women 
of  the  churches.  They  will  tell  you,  too, 
that  if  they  found  any  really  earnest  work¬ 
ers  to  visit  with  them  and  for  them,  in  ef¬ 
forts  to  obtain  pecuniary  contributions  for 
the  service,  those  ready  workers  were  also, 
generally,  women  of  the  churches ;  and, 
moreover,  that  as  far  as  women  were,  in 
their  own  right,  the  possessors  of  “  this 
world’s  goods,”  they  were  far  from  being 
distinguished  for  shutting  up  their  compas¬ 
sions  from  those  who  were  in  need.  If  any¬ 
where  the  agents  of  Christian  benevolence 
found  “cheerful  givers,”  they  were  such. 
If  any  in  the  churches  pondered  more  duly 
the  condition  of  the  heathen  world,  wept 
more  heartily  over  their  “  lost  estate,”  pray¬ 
ed  “more  earnestly  ”  that  the  “Day  Spring 
from  on  High  might  dispel  their  darkness,” 
and  labored  more  assiduously  to  “  send  the 
Gospel  to  the  heathen,”  they  were  emphati¬ 
cally  “of  the  sisterhood  of  the  churches.” 

Let  us,  then,  (that  the  Church  of  the  pres¬ 
ent  day  may  have  some  credit  for  both  in¬ 
telligence  and  aeal  in  the  Master’s  cause,) 
let  us  not  so  mistake  the  position  of  the 
sisterhood  of  fifty  years  ago,  as  does  the 
writer  on  this  topic  in  The  EvANOEiiisT  of 
the  31  inst.

Letter  from  Miseionary  Buihnell. 

OebooD,  Mircb  31st,  1877. 

Dear  EvangelM:  Three  weeks  ago  to-day 
the  bark  Jasper  arrived  from  New  York,  bring¬ 
ing  our  mission  supplies  and  Bev.  J.  B.  Fin¬ 
ney,  D.D.,  who  had  visited  Liberia,  and  was 
on  his  way  home.  We  were  pleased  to  see 
him  so  well  aud  active,  and  still  zealous  in 
behalf  of  Africa.  We  enjoyed  his  visit  much, 
and  I  trust  his  pulpit  ministrations  while  here 
were  not  in  vain.  Had  not  special  duties  de¬ 
manded  his  return,  I  think  he  would  have  re¬ 
mained,  a  few  months  at  least,  and  shared 
with  me  the  arduous,  but  delightful  labors  for 
the  Master  here.  He  left  us  yesterday,  on 
board  the  Jasper,  for  New  York.  We  are  now 
quite  alone  at  this  station,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bead¬ 
ing  having  recently  left  for  home,  and  Miss 
Dewsnap  having  gone  to  Benitia,  to  be  with 
Miss  Nassau,  who  had  been  left  alone  when 
Miss  Jones  returned  to  America.

PREMILLENNIAL  ADYENTISM. 

By  Henry  CowIm,  D.D. 

We  are  first  to  discuss,  not  the  mixed  sys¬ 
tem  but  the  simple — that  which  supposes 
the  millennial  population  to  be  of  one  sort 
only — all  righteous  and  all  immortal ;  and 
the  earth  adjusted  to  their  immortal  life. 
As  said  already,  this  theory  has  not  found 
most  favor  with  pre-millennial  Adventists  ; 
and  yet  in  the  light  of  common  sense,  and 
also  of  the  Scriptures,  it  manifestly  ought 
to.  If  either  theory  be  true,  this  should 
have  the  preference. 

As  to  the  testimony  of  Scripture,  look  a 
moment  into  Peter’s  last  chapter,  and  be 
particular  to  observe  ;  (1)  That  “  the  day  of 
the  Lord”  which  he  speaks  of  “will  come 
as  a  thief  iu  the  night”  being  the  same 
which  the  Christians  of  his  day  were  “look¬ 
ing  for  and  hastening  unto.  ”  But  (2)  fail 
not  to  notice :  In  that  dread  day,  “  the 
heavens  shall  pass  away  with  a  great  noise, 
and  the  elements  shall  melt  with  fervent 
heat ;  the  earth  also  and  the  works  that  are 
therein  shall  be  burned  up  so  that  not  a 
soul  of  the  wicked  can  possibly  survive,  nor 
even  the  earth  itself !  The  fancy  that  Christ 
is  coming  to  reign  visibly  on  this  very  earth, 
is  utterly  exploded  !  And  (3)  observe  that 
the  new  earth  which  Peter  looked  for  is  not 
to  be  mixed — i.  e.  made  up  of  some  right¬ 
eousness  and  some  sin  ;  some  immortals  and 
some  mortals ;  but  its  one  descriptive  fea¬ 
ture  is,  “wherein  dwelleth  righteousness.”

Its  advocates  give  every  demonstra¬ 
tion  of  intense  enthusiasm,  praying,  long¬ 
ing,  agonizing  for  this  second  coming  of 
the  Lord ! 

At  this  point  it  is  not  pertinent  to  speak 
of  this  animus  only  as  it  appears  in  those 
who  hold  the  simplicity  of  the  millennial 
age,  as  above  explained.  But  to  all  such 
we  may  pertinently  say.  By  what  right  do 
you  pray  and  long  that  all  conversion-work 
may  forever  cease,  that  Jesus  may  see  no 
more  souls  redeemed  as  the  reward  of  His 
travail  ?  Does  it  become  you  to  be  weary 
of  Gospel  labor,  and  in  haste  to  have  all 
Goiipel  work  superseded  by  a  semi-heavenly 
state  on  this  earth  ?  Even  if  this  supposed 
earthly  heaven  were  better  than  tbe  real 
heaven  around  and  before  the  throne  of  the 
Majesty  on  High,  would  it  be  quite  appro¬ 
priate  to  pray  God  to  cut  short  all  the  work 
of  salvation  on  this  earth  for  your  conven¬ 
ience  or  pleasure  ?  But  really,  why  should 
this  fancied  paradise  on  earth,  this  second- 
rate  heavenly  life,  be  more  ravishing  than 
the  real  heaven,  those  “  mansions  in  the 
Father’s  house  ”  which  Jesus  said  he  was 
going  away  to  prepare  ?  Is  the  fascination 
of  this  premillennial  heavenly  state  on  earth 
due  to  the  fact  that  it  is  the  getting  up  of 
human  ingenuity,  a  speculation  doubly  dear 
to  the  inventors,  those  whose  cherished  fan¬ 
cies  of  interpretation  have  given  it  bitth  ?

Another  encourag¬ 
ing  fact  was  the  completion  of  a  Women’s 
Fresbyterial  Missionary  Society,  with  Mrs. 
Bev.  Dr.  Eaton  at  its  head.  Encouraging  re¬ 
sults  for  the  past  year,  and  hopeful  plans  for 
the  future,  were  brought  to  view;  and  on 
Wednesday  afternoon  a  large  and  intelligent 
audience  assembled  to  the  first  anniversary  of 
this  female  organization,  and  addresses  were 
made  by  Rev.  Messrs.  W.  L.  Fage,  A.  A. 
Wood,  D.D.,  and  A.  P.  Burgess. 

Brother  Henry  Foster  White  of  Auburn 
Seminary,  passed  a  very  creditable  examina¬ 
tion,  and  was  licensed  to  preach. 

A  resolution  expressive  of  the  interest  felt 
by  this  Fresbytery  in  Rev.  Warner  B.  Biggs, 
formerly  of  Palmyra,  was  adopted  with  much 
heartiness ;  and  the  labors  of  Miss  Maria  B. 
West  in  Amenia,  and  of  Bev.  Chester  Hol¬ 
comb  in  China,  were  mentioned  as  matters  of 
special  local  interest  to  us. 

The  reports  Jrom  the  churches  indicated  a 
very  deeply-felt  interest  in  the  temperance  re¬ 
vival  work,  and  in  some  localities  a  growing 
activity  was  mentioned.  Since  the  meeting  of 
Presbytery,  Falmyra  and  Newark  have  enjoy¬ 
ed  the  labors  of  Messrs.  McKelvey  and  Frost, 
and  many  hundreds  have  signed  the  pledge. 
In  the  latter  place,  Orrin  Blackmer,  an  es¬ 
teemed  elder,  was  elected  at  the  recent  town 
meeting  a  no-licence  member  of  the  Board  of 
Excise.

AUBURN  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY. 
The  anniversary  exercises  of  Auburn  Theo¬ 
logical  Seminary  last  week  were  largely  at¬ 
tended  and  exceedingly  gratifying.  As  usual, 
the  examinai  ion  of  the  classes  began  Monday 
afternoon  and  continued  two  days  and  a  half. 
The  examining  committee  made  a  very  favor¬ 
able  report  to  tbe  comml3si(>ners,  expressing 
special  satisfaction  with  the  methods  of  tbe 
!)ew  Professor  of  Theology,  Dr.  Welch.  The 
previous  written  examinations  were  also  dis¬ 
criminatingly  commended,  and  several  recom¬ 
mendations  were  made  and  adopted,  with  a 
view  to  increase  their  thoroughness  and  value 
to  future. 

Tuesday  evening  the  spacious  First  church 
was  filled,  above  and  below,  to  hear  the  ad¬ 
dress  of  Dr.  Duryea  before  tbe  Society  of  Mis¬ 
sionary  Inquiry.  This  was  remarkable  for  the 
tomlliarity  displayed  with  ancient  history,  and 
the  skill  with  which  its  chief  events  were  made 
to  confirm  the  claim  of  Christ  as  a  Divine  Mes¬ 
senger.  V>  Ithout  a  scrap  of  paper  before  him, 
fact  after  fact  was  marshalled  in  its  order,  and 
the  whole  brought  with  cumulative  power  to 
vindicate  faith  in  -Jesus.  In  the  crowded  state 
of  your  columns  I  cannot  give  the  most  meagre 
outiine  of  the  masterly  discourse.  It  was  one 
of  the  rare  treats  of  a  lifetime. 

Wednesday  evening  Prof.  Welch  preached 
the  sermon  before  the  Alumni,  to  which  ser¬ 
vice  he  had  been  appointed  before  the  resig¬ 
nation  of  his  predecessor  in  the  chair  of  The¬ 
ology,  Dr.  Edwin  Hall.  His  subsequent  elec¬ 
tion  to  that  professorship,  of  course  added  to 
the  zest  with  which  he  was  heard.  The  dis¬ 
course  enabled  him  to  bring  out  his  views  up¬ 
on  various  important  (mints  with  keen  dis¬ 
crimination,  scholarly  taste,  and  a  happy 
adaptation  alike  to  the  learned  and  the  pop 
ular  mind.  The  conviction  is  universal  that 
■o  mistake  has  been  made  in  his  appoint¬ 
ment. 

Thursday  evening  brought  together  a  vast 
assembly,  completely  filling  the  sanctuary. 
\ddres.ses  were  delivered  by  six  of  the  grad¬ 
uating  class,  chosen  not  for  special  excellence, 
hut  by  lot.  John  Quincy  Adams,  Eochester — 

“  The  Gospel  the  Source  of  Culture  ” ;  William 
Lucian  Austin,  Clarksburg,  West  Virginia — 

“  Sympathy  an  Element  of  Power  in  the  Min¬ 
istry  Carlos  Tracy  Chester,  Geneva — “  The 

Church  of  the  Frontier  ” ;  Edward  Dillon,  Phil- 
delpbia — ‘‘Practical  Infiuences  of  the  Doctrine 
•f  the  Atonement”;  Moses  Aaron  Hopkins, 
Utica — “Race  Reconciliation  at  the  South”; 
George  William  Knox,  Elmira— “  Our  Duty  to 
Japan.”  Without  exception  each  of  these 
addresses  was  highly  creditable  to  its  au¬ 
thor,  and  the  Seminary.  It  was  the  first 
class  that  has  received  the  full  instruction 
of  the  Professor  of  Sacred  Rhetoric,  Dr. 
Herrick  Johnson,  and  the  result,  as  it 
appeared  in  their  naturalness  of  expres¬ 
sion  and  manner — quiet  self-[>ossession  and 
correct  elocution — gave  no  ordinary  testimony 
bo  bis  faithfulness  and  skill.  Those  young  men 
have  not  only  something  to  say,  but  they  know 
how  to  say  it — an  art  which  can  nowhere  be 
better  acquired  than  at  Auburn.  Mr.  Hopkins 
was  bom  a  slave,  a  native  of  Virginia.  He  is 
a  graduate  of  Lincoln  University,  and  has  pur 
sued  a  full  course  at  Auburn  Seminary — the 
first  colored  alumnus.  At  the  close  of  the  ex¬ 
ercises  a  gentleman  requested  and  obtained  his 
manu<^cript  for  publication.  It  was  not  a  whit 
inferior  to  any  of  the  others.  Not  in  years 
have  the  closing  exercises  afforded  such  un- 
mingled  joy. 

Prof.  Beecher  gave  the  pacing  address,  in 
which,  after  alluding  to  a  number  of  things 
that  could  be  said  of  this  class,  but  no  other, 
he  briefly  dwelt  u()on  “two  little  fragments 
of  common  sense — don’t  dogmatize,  don’t 
compromise.” 

The  meeting  of  the  Alumni  was  held  Wednes¬ 
day,  at  4  o’clock  P.  M.,  Prof.  Johnson  in  the 
chair.  The  old  officers  were  reelected.  Dr. 
Milton  Waldo  was  appointed  preacher  for  next 
year.  Dr.  Levi  Parsons  alternate.  The  record 
of  the  Necrologist,  Prof.  Beecher,  was  unusu¬ 
ally  full  and  affecting.  Notices  were  read  of  a 
number  of  the  fathers :  Joseph  A.  Pepoon,  class 
«f  1823-fi,  aged  78;  Samuel  Woodbury,  1826- 
9,  aged  82;  Bennett  F.  Northrop,  1824-7, 
aged  73 ;  Caleb  P.  Seymour,  1832-5,  aged  67 ; 
Isaac  F.  Adams,  1825-8,  aged  75;  Richard 
Kay,  1829-31,  aged  78 ;  John  C.  Lonl,  1830-3 ; 
Orson  Parker,  same  class;  John  Grey,  1826- 
9,  aged  78;  Gustavus  L.  Foster,  Amos  D. 
Oridley,  Grosvenor  W.  Heacock,  all  of  the 
class  of  1840-3.  These  notices  were  supple¬ 


mented  by  reminiscences  from  classmates  and  ^ 
others.  The  testimony  thus  given  to  the 
great  and  tender  heart,  the  vigorous  brain, 
and  magnetic  power  of  Dr.  Heacock,  was  spe¬ 
cially  warm  and  abundant.  Tbe  subduing  in¬ 
fluence  of  his  recent  decease  was  markedly 
felt  in  all  the  intercourse  of  the  brethren 
throughout  the  week. 

Thursday  morning  the  Boards  of  Commis¬ 
sioners  and  Trustees  commenced  their  annual 
meetings.  The  President  of  the  latter.  Dr. ! 
A.  T.  Chester,  was  absent,  as  the  funeral  of ' 
Dr.  Heacock  occurred  the  same  day.  Several ; 
others  were  also  absent  from  the  same  cause.  | 
Rev.  A.  L.  Benton  was  chosen  President  cf , 
the  Board  of  Commissioners.  The  business 
was  carefully  and  satisfactorily  done.  The 
old  house,  built  for  Dr.  Richards,  and  lately 
occupied  by  Dr.  Hall,  has  been  demolished,  j 
and  an  appropriation  was  made  to  erect  in  its 
place  a  brick  dwelling  for  Dr.  Welch.  Col.  j 
Morgan  generously  contributed  toward  this  ^ 
$2000.  Mr.  Stowe’s  report  as  Financ  ial  Sec-  j 
retary  of  what  has  been  received  during  the 
year,  was  not,  of  course,  as  favorable  as  for¬ 
merly.
